The close reference for the current invention is Newman et al (J. of organic chem.. vol. 
31, no. 12, p. 3980-3884, 1966). 

Newman et al teaches a general method for converting a phenol to the corresponding 
hydrocarbon in the following rearrangements: 



The pyrolysis of O-aryl dialkylthiocarbamates (Ill)affords S-aryl dialkylthiocarbamates 
(IV), which can be readily hydrolysed to the corresponding aryl mercaptans. The aryl mercaptans 
further can be treated in the presence of Raney nickel catalyst to produce the hydrocarbons ,such 
as benzene . 

The instant invention, however, differs from the prior art in that the claimed starting 
material has an extra carbon bond between a carboxyl group and a substituted phenyl group 
although the prior art reaction process is similar to the claimed invention. In addition, unless all 
limitations of the claims are met, there is no prior art rejection. See In re Zurko 59 USPQ 2d 
1690 (Fed Cir. 1991) and In re Lee , 61 USPQ 1430 (Fed Cir. 1991).
